Abstract: In administrative fields, applicants have to pay fees for some 
applications. A revenue stamp is currently used for such payments. In 
order to realize an electronic application system, one issue is how to 
pay commission through the communication network. The paper proposes a 
commission payment system that is a variant of electronic money systems. 
We use a digital certificate of fee payment as the electronic revenue 
stamp , which is generated by a smart card issued to applicants. Since 
the electronic stamp is generated at the applicant location, the stamp 
can be transmitted with applications. The main feature of the proposed 
system is that the payment procedure is handled in the same way as the 
current paper-based system.

Tax credits, such as the targeted jobs credit, are a cost to the 
government since they result in lost revenue. These credits, along with 
other tax subsidies, escape the close scrutiny paid to direct 
appropriations since they are not shown in the federal budget and no agency 
studies or controls them. The exact cost of these subsidies is unknown and 
even less is known about their benefits, yet tax credit proposals continue 
to be a popular legislative topic. 

The targeted jobs credit was enacted by Congress in 1979 in order to 
reduce the unemployment rate among certain traditionally high unemployment 
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groups in the hope that such action would enable the federal government to 
reduce its outlays for welfare payments and food stamps . The purpose of 
this research was to determine if the targeted jobs credit acted as an 
incentive to employers to increase their hiring of certain targeted groups. 
The research design centered upon the construction of an employment 
decision model in which the targeted jobs credit was introduced as an 
additional variable in the employment decision process. 

The techniques used in human judgment research, particularly those 
research methods used in consumer research, were applied to the employment 
decision model. The employer was thought of as a "consumer" who was 
evaluating the attributes of a "product" — in this case, hypothetical job 
applicants. The employer was asked to make numerous employment decisions 
using a six point rating scale which ranged from definitely do not hire 
(-3) to definitely would hire (+3) . The employment decisions were based 
upon thirteen employment attributes, five of which pertained to the 
targeted jobs credit categories (economically disadvantaged Vietnam 
veterans, economically disadvantaged youth, applicants who received 
vocational rehabilitation training, recipients of public assistance and 
economically disadvantaged convicted felons), seven of which pertained to 
general employment attributes (work-related experience, appearance, number 
of jobs in last three years, promotability, level of education, length of 
residence, and number of dependents), and one of which pertained to the 
presence of a tax credit. 

Thirty hypothetical employment profiles were presented in a 
questionnaire which was sent to 699 employers in the metropolitan areas of 
the state of Colorado. The information contained in the 197 returned 
questionnaires was analyzed by means of descriptive statistics, the 
Wilcoxon Matched Pairs Ranked Signs Test, Monotone Analysis of Variance, 
and analysis of variance. It was hypothesized that the targeted jobs credit 
would not have any significant impact on the employment decision process 
and that, when the targeted jobs credit was utilized by the employer, it 
was a windfall tax benefit which rewarded the employer for hiring an 
applicant who would have been hired anyway. 

The results of the Wilcoxon Matched Pairs Ranked Signs Test confirmed 
the presence of a windfall tax benefit, since 44 percent of the decisions 
resulted in windfall gains. In another 39 percent of the decisions the 
targeted jobs credit had no impact on the decision process, in 10 percent 
of the decisions it had an adverse impact on the decision and in only 7 
percent of the decisions did it result in an employment decision in which 
an employer hired an otherwise unacceptable applicant. 

Analysis of variance determined that the thirteen variables 
contained in the hypothetical applicant profiles were a statistically 
significant part of the employer's decision making process, but they 
explained less than 40 percent of the decision making process of the 
participants in the study. Of that 40 percent, the targeted jobs credit 
explained only about 2 percent. 

Although application of Monotone Analysis of Variance to the 
employment decision variables was unsuccessful, it still should be 
considered as a statistical tool in future tax credit research. It is 
appropriately used when the decisions to be made are rank ordered rather 
than rated on a scale. 

Since the conclusion of this study is that the targeted jobs credit 
has very little impact on the employment decision process, the 
recommendation is that the credit be allowed to expire as planned in 1981 
and that other tax credits recently enacted, such as the energy tax credit, 
should be examined to determine what their impact is, if any, on the 
decision making process of individuals and to determine the extent of the 
presence of windfall tax benefits.

Hunters and wildlife managers are concerned with the reduction in 
hunting opportunities on privately-owned, rural land in southern lower 
Michigan. In reponse to this concern, the Public Access Stamp (PAS) Program 
was established by Public Act 373 of 1976. The PAS Program authorizes the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources (DNR) to require all who hunt in 
southern lower Michigan (DNR zone 3) to purchase a "Public Access Stamp . " 
The revenues generated from the sale of such stamps is used to "lease" 
land from private landowners in zone 3 for public hunting. 

The purposes of the study reported herein were to (1) determine 
the need for the PAS Program—were urban hunters without rural land 
contacts (PAS Program clients) dissatisfied with the number of hunting 
opportunities available to them, (2) profile zone 3 hunters on the basis of 
their characteristics and behavior and determine if PAS Program clients 
differ from other zone 3 hunters, (3) investigate the hunting site selection 
(HSS) process of zone 3 hunters and determine if they could be segmented 
on the basis of how they select hunting sites, and (4) to evaluate the PAS 
Program in 1977-78 from the hunters' perspective. 

Research literature on hunting, private lands and less than 
fee simple land acquisition techniques, hunter access program evaluations 
, and hunters was reviewed. This literature pointed to the need to generate 
information specific to zone 3 hunters and the PAS Program in order to meet 
the objectives of the study. 

A HSS model was developed based on a consumer behavior approach to 
study the hunter's decision strategy in selecting a hunting site. The model 
consisted of five HSS decision strategies: "habit", "systematic", 
"recommended", "satisfice", and "important feature." Three decision 
strategies (systematic, recommended and a combination of satisfice and 
important feature) were hypothesized to be predictable using eight 
characteristic and behavior variables. 

Three research hypotheses were postulated relating to the first 
three study objectives. To meet the study objectives and test the research 
hypotheses, a survey of zone 3 hunters was conducted in the Spring of 1978. 
Research methods consisted of (1) identifying the population to be surveyed 
and selecting a sample, (2) developing a survey instrument and pretesting 
it, (3) administering the survey instrument to the sample, and (4) data 
coding, transfer to computer and analysis. The study population was all 
zone 3 hunters, estimated to number 515,000 in 1977, and the sample 
consisted of 1,078 hunters residing in or near zone 3 who had been 
previously surveyed by the DNR in one of its game surveys. The survey 
instrument was a self-administered, mailed questionnaire and three mailings 
were utilized to elicit a response by 641 hunters. The data were analyzed 
using computer programs available in the Statistical Package for the Social 
Sciences . 

The results of the survey indicated that respondents (1) lived in a 
rural setting, (2) had considerable hunting experience, (3) hunted small game 
most often, (4) hunted all day on opening day and week-ends after opening 
day, but hunted afternoons on week days after opening day, (5) hunted within 
a 15 mile drive of their home, (6) hunted with one other hunter, (7) hunted 
for a variety of reasons (getting out-of-doors the most important and 
killing game the least important), (8) obtained information on places to 
hunt from others, (9) utilized a variety of types of information to select 
hunting sites, and (10) selected hunting sites on the basis of one 
important feature . 

In terms of the PAS Program, respondents (1) first learned of the 
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Program when they bought their hunting license, (2) did not attempt to find 
out about the Program, and (3) suggested the Program be discontinued.

Breakfast has become larger and more varied, and meat, processed foods 
and restaurant food consumption has increased for breakfast and lunch. The 
consumption of traditional foods for breakfast and lunch have declined, 
while American foods have increased. Dinner patterns changed the least, but 
changes included the addition of processed meats, green and orange 
vegetables, and American mixed dishes. 

Dietary recommendations include the replacement of processed foods 
with fresh and homemade choices, increased fruit and vegetable intake, 
reduced consumption of salty and high fat foods, and a reduction in the 
consumption of sugary drinks. Educational programs on frugal shopping and 
healthy and cost-conscious cooking techniques are needed to improve dietary 
patterns. Social programs that facilitate the creation of social support 
networks among low-income women would benefit them and their families 
psychologically, economically, and nutritionally.
